Casey, who has served one of 
the longest jail terms here in reeent 
years, was released this afternoon 
by Sheriff Cavitt, having completed 
his sentence of $290 fine and 11 days 
for “ bootlegging.” 
The 
career of Casey 
has been 
varied and that he was not released 
a long while ago is his own fault. 
Casey was originally sentenced on 
March 18, 1915. On June 7, 1915, he 
received a 
parole from 
Governor 
Ralston on 
account of ill 
health. 
Casey went along quietly for a couple 
of months 
and then 
“ fell” for tin* 
temptation again to sell “ booze.” 
In a raid on his rooms the police 
found liquor hidden in almost every 
conceivable place, even in an old slot 
machine in the hall. 
Casey escaped, 
but was later captured at Anderson. 
His parole was then revoked. A few 
weeks ago Casey made a dash for 
liberty, getting as far as Richmond. 
At the time a petition was 
pending 
before the governor asking that the 
balance of his fine be revoked. Casey 
has since served out this sentence. 
Ca.sey 
had a talk with 
Judge 
Sparks yesterday. He promised nev­ 
er again to handle liquor illegally. 
The charge growing out of the sec­ 
ond raid on the Casey rooms will not 
be placed against him as long as he 
conducts himself right. 
Casey has no immediate plans for 
the future hut it is likely he will leave 
Rushville.

recently he

The housewife who may wish

meat dishes, has many materials at 
her 
disposal.

beans, peas and cheese. 
We dro not cat enough fish.

bably this fault is not our own but 
that of the fish dealer, who has not 
learned to take care of fish so that 
it is always'fresh and satisfactory. 
When the rtieat dealer does, fish will

now. 
When good fish is obtainable, how­ 
ever, it should 
be used more fre­ 
quently than now. 
If every other 
day were fish day and we did not
